tural ad ju stm en t act, under w'hich 
the adm inistration seeks to control 
agricultural production, raise prices, 
and recom pense farm ers for crop r e ­ 
duction,

held unconstitutional by the r . S. 
circuit court of appeals. 
The court not only ruled tha t the 
power under which nearly a billion 
dollars in processing taxes had been 
collected, was unconstitutional, but 
also expressed the opinion tha t the 
“ congress has attem pted to invade 
a field over wdiich it has no con­ 
trol.” 
The 
decision 
of the 
court was 
handed down in the appeal of the 
receivers of the Hoosac Mills Cor­ 
poration from a district court de­ 
cision. 
The 
lower 
court 
had 
re ­ 
fused to order the governm ent to 
retu rn 
to 
the 
corporation 
$81,69 4 
in processing and floor taxes. 
The 
court adjudged both processing and 
floor taxes unconstitutional. 
The authority of the adm inistra­ 
tion for its entire program for con­ 
trolling production of such diverse 
commodities as pork, cotton, tobac­ 
co and grain is throwm into question 
by the decision which will be ap­ 
pealed a t once to the United States 
BUprcme court. 
T he three judges divided two to 
one on the decision, Judges Scott 
Wilson and George F. Morris ta k ­ 
ing the 
position 
tha t various a s­ 
pects of the act were unconstitu­ 
tional, and Judge George II. Bing­ 
ham dissenting. 
“ It is clear, 
' we think,” the de­ 
cision read in part, “that congress 
at the outset has attem pted to in­ 
vade a field over which it lias no 
control since its obvious purpose, 
viz: To control or regulate the pro­ 
duction of agricultural products in 
the several states by the methods 
adopted in this act is beyond the 
pow'er of congress.” 
The court, in its opinion, pointed 
out tha t the power of congress to 
regulate 
interstate 
commerce 
did 
not authorize it to do so by taxing 
agricultural 
or 
industrial 
products 
before 
they 
enter 
interstate 
com­ 
merce, or to control their produc­ 
tion otherwise, niercdy because their 
production 
may 
indirectly 
affect 
interstate commerce. 
T he court held that congress was 
restricted in delegating its taxing 
power, that the power to impose a 
tax 
or 
determine 
w hat 
property 
shall bear a tax, could be determ in­ 
ed only by the legislative body. It 
held tha t if congress undertook to 
lay down a guide for an adminis­ 
trative officer, that ‘‘it must be an 
intelligible and a reasonably definite 
standard.” 
“If congress can take over the 
control of any in trastate business 
by a declaration 
of 
an 
economic 
emergency and a public interest in 
Its regulation,” the court comment- 
fd, ‘‘it would be difficult to define 
the limits on the powers of con- 
gress, 
or 
to 
foretell 
the 
future 
limitations of local self-government.”
